Passenger Bates from This City West 
Still Maintained—Iimprobablility That 
an Open War Can Be Avoided Mach 
Longer— The SBurlington’s Win- 
drawal from the Southwestern Pas- 
senger Agreement. 

It does not appear that any passenger rates 
are being cut from Chicago to points west, 
northwest, or southwest. The scalpers are 
selling tickets at reduced rates, but no more 
so than usual. They are enabled to do this 
on accountof the large commissions paid 
them by some of the roads. No cut tickets, 
however, are being sold over the counters of 
any of the roads. It was rumored last even- 
ing that the Milwaukee & St. Paul had com- 
menced selling tickets from Omaha to Chica- 
go for $1. The truth of the report 
could not be verified, as no one here 
seemed to know anything about it. If 
the report turns out to be true the 
rates from here to Omaha cannot be main- 
tained much longer. This would also have 
the effect of bringing down passenger rates 
to and from Kansas City and Missouri River 
points, and probably allfother Western points. 
The agreement for the maintenance of Kan- 
sas City and St. Louis rates terminates in a 
day or two, the burl n having given 
notice of its withdrawal from the agreement, 
after the expiration of the required ten days, 
about a week ago. ‘There will, therefore, be 
no further obstacles in the way of the in- 
auguration of a passenger war to Missouri 
River points after that time, and the likeli- 
hood is that the roads will avail themselves 
of the opportunity without much delay. The 
Burlington’s action in withdrawing from 
the Southwestern passenger agreement has 
nothing to do with the Northwestera war.

The Northera Pacific Rapidly Nearing 


Compietion—Prespects That it eon 
Be @ompleted from St. Paul te the 
Pacific by Next June. 

Mr. G. K. Barnes, General Passenger Agent 
of the Northern Pacific Railway, was in the 
city yesterday. A TRIBUNE representative 
met him last evening at the office of his com- 
pany, and obtained trom him some valuable 
information regarding the progress made on 
his road and its various extensions. 

The main line of the Northern Pacific will 
be completed to Livingston, twenty-three 
miles east of Bozeman and 1,023 miles west 
of St. Paul, by Dec. 1, 1882. Work will be 
continued from both ends, weather permit- 
ting, all winter. The line from West End to 
Missoula will also be completed by Dec. 1, 
1882. This will leave a gap of only 310 miles 
to complete the line through from St. Paul 
to the Pacific, which it is expected will be 
finished by June 1, 1883, and the line opened 
for through traffic in August, 1883. 

A branch line is being surveyed, and will 
be coustructed and ready for operation from 
Livingston to the northern boundary of the 
National Park by June 1, at which time 
the tourists will n to go to 
the park. A branch line is also con- 
templated from Bill to Fort Benton. 
The Jamestown Branch will be extended 
‘early in the spring to the west side of Devil's 
Lake. The Fargo & Southwestern Branch 
will be completed to Lamour, the present 
terminus of this branch, in December. The 
Fergus Falls Branch will be extended twenty 
miles west of Wahpeton, into Dakota. 
the completion of the Chica St. Paul. 
Minneapolis & Omaha Kailroad into Supe- 
rior the Northern Pacific gains an important 
connection with its Western Division, and 
will no longer be compelled to send all its 
business via St. Paul. 

The Northern Pacific has just made con- 
tracts for the construction of twenty-three 
new Pullman sleepers and forty-eight new 
day coaches, besides a large number of 
freight-cars and locomotives. Mr. Barnes an- 
ticipates that the passenger traffic of his road 
will become so heavy as to make it neces- 
sary to run two trains through to the end of 


the line daily. At present two trains a day are 


being run to Fargo only. Settlements on the 
line are increasing in population with sur- 
rising 2 especially Moorhead, Fargo, 
amestown, ismarck, Mandan, Billings. 
and other new towns. 


The Grand Trunk and the Dressed-Beef 
Traflic. 

Mr. R. Callaway, General Manager of the 
Chicago & Grand Trunk Railroad, returned 
yesterday from New York, where he has 
been in attendance at the meetings of the 
Joint Executive Committee.

The most significant feature of the above 
showing is the difference between the vote 
which Judge Folger received in 1880 when 
running with Garheld and that given him 
this year when running for Governor as the 
Arthur candidate. This falling off of over 
220,000 votes represents nearly one-half of 
the entire Republican vote of the State; i 
some of the counties, New York and Kings 
Counties among others, the shrinkage in the 
Republican vote amounts to fully two-thirds 
of that cast in 1880. The meaning of all this 
is so clear that he who runs may read. 
Judge Folger has done nothing personally 
since he was a candidate in 1880 which 
would justify 220,000 citizens in voting 
against him who supported him two years 
ago. During most of the intervening time he 
was Chief Judge of the New York Court of 
Appeals, and in that capacity he commanded 
the respect and confidence of the people. 
Sinee he has been Secretary of the Treasury 
no crisis has oecurred, nor has there 
been any occasion for his taking any posi- 
tion which was calculated to arouse 
animosity; on the contrary, his manage- 
ment of the Treasury, se far as he has had 
any distinctive policy, has been of a kind to 
attract new support amo the people of 
New York. Hence it was clearly the pur- 
pose of the 220,518 Republicans who refused 
to vote for Judge Folger at the late election 
to rebuke the Administration he stood for 
and not to repudiate him personally. Had 
Judge Folger been a candidate for Governor 
at the same time he was candidate for Chief 
Judge, or under the same conditions at 
some subsequent date, there is no reason to 
doubt that he would have received as large a 
vote in the one case as in the other, and that 
would have elected him by a handsome ma- 
jority. The shrinkage of over 220,000in the 
vote cast for him in the late election simply 
shows that there were 220,000 Republicans, or 
nearly one-half of all the citizens who are in 
the habit of voting the Republican ticket 
in that State, who were not willing to indorse 
the present Administration, who have sick- 
ened of the old Conkling-Arthur machine, 
who resented the interference of the Nation- 
al Government in the political affairs of the 
State, aud who preferred Republican defeat 
under the dominating influences to a Repub- 
lian success which promised a continuance 
of the most disreputable machine methods.

PROTECTION FOR PASSENGERS. 

The question whether’a railroad corpora- 
tion is bound to protect the passengers who 
patronize its roads has been answered, in 
one case at least, in a manner which will be 
satisfactory to the traveling public, and may 
redound to their benefit in the future. The 
case alluded to is that of one Mr. Flexman, 
who was traveling from Hoopeston to Mil- 
ford, in this State. During the trip he 
availed himself of the immemorial privilege 
of passengers and went to sleep. On reach- 
ing Milford, he found that his wateh was 
gone, and so informed the conductor, who 
gave him leave to remain on the ‘train until 
it reached the next station that he might 
search for his watch. In the course of this 
seareh he took occasion to express his belief 
that the brakeman had stolen it, whereupon 
the brakeman struck him on the head with 
his lantern. 

Mr. Flexman's next move was a sult 
against the company for damages on ac- 
count of the assault by one of its employés. 
The company, through its attorneys, con- 
tended that as Mr. Flexman was riding free 
from Milford to the next station he took all 
the risks of danger to himself between the 
two places and had none of the rights of 
passengers, and also that the assault by the 
brakeman was an individual act and not an 
observance of any of the company’s rules, 
consequently the company were not respon- 
sible for the display of the brakeman’s wrath 
and the desperate use of his lantern on Mr. 
Fiexman’s i.cad. The court, however, did 
not take this view of the case. It decided 
that Fiexman was a fare-paying passenger, 
and that if his fare had been demanded he 
would probably have paid it; in any event, 
the eonductor did not demand it, 
and the right, therefore, was waived 
by the representative of the company. 
Again, it decided that the company under- 
takes to carry passengers safely, and is 
bound to protect them and to make such ar- 
rangements for preserving the peace that 
they should not be assaulted, especially by 
employés. If the brakeman had assaulted 
a passenger without any motive the brake 
man would have been responsible, but in 
this case the company itself was responsible. 

The principle laid down in this case is an 
important one, for if railroad companies are 
bound to protect their passengers from as- 
saults by employés, and if they are bound to 
make every arrangement to secure their 
safety, may they not also be bound to protect 
their passengers from assault and robbery by“ 
outside parties, and to insure their safety 
against road-agents and train-robbers? As 
there have beem no decisions on this point, 
railroad corporations have done nothing 
hitherto towards protecting their passengers 
against marauding gangs like those of the 
James brothers. The next time a train-rob- 
bery of this kind occurs it would be well for 
the victims to ask the courts whether the 
roads are not bound to secure them from 
armed thieves. If so, there will be no danger 
in future, for corporations will then arm 
their engineers, firemen, conductors, and 
brakemen, and put on extra men if neces- 


sary. 
THE WASHINGTON LOBBY. 
A Washineton dispatch states that the lob- 
by is organizing energetically for its winter 
work.

He will pre- 
sent to them “interesting and profftable mat- 
ters of legislation.”” Hé will delicately in- 
sinuate that they must have been at some 
expense to secure a renomination or a re 
election. He will inveigh eloquently against 
the ingratitude of Republics. And then he 
will present for the consideration of the 
politically dead Congressman one of his in- 
teresting matters of legislation.“ If it does 
not at first blush appear interesting to the 
“politically dead fellow,” he will offer to 
make it “interesting by proposing to make 
it profitable to.him. And our veteran“ 
will not in every case be kicked out of the 
Congtessman’s presence. 

One of the important questions of the hour 
to the Republican party is, Will any consid- 
erable number of Republican Congressmen 
take the veteran’s money and do the veteran’s 
work? The first stepin the reorganization 
of the Republican party must be taken by 
the Republican Congress soon to assemble. 
It will represent the party, and it will speak 


Tor it. It must speak for it, whether it will 


or not. 

If the Republican party is to be rehabili- 
tated, the present Congress must take hold 
of the scheme of taxation in one or the other 
of its branches, discuss it exhaustively, and 
handle it intelligently. Taxation must be re- 
duced. The question where and how to 
make the reduction will provoke hot discus- 
sion, because it involves principles of polit- 
ical economy widely and radically differing. 
But that taxation should be reduced all 
agree. Hence the Republican party in Con- 
gress, having the power to accomplish the 
purpose desired by the people, must adopt a 
policy and enact it into law. Not to do this 
will be to admit one of two things: either 
that itis irreconcilably divided on the sub- 
jest of taxation, or, worse, that it is the tool 
of the lobby.

HUBBELL AND FERRY. 

A Washington dispatch to a New York 
paper says that Hubbell has sent to the Na- 
ional Capital tor a compilation of facts and 
figures to show that Senator Ferry is “a 
bess and patronage-monger.” Hubbell’s 
purpose is to defeat Ferry for redlec tion to 
the United States Senate, and, if possible, to 
secure the place for himself. It may be that 
Ferry will be defeated, but Hubbel! will not 
be his successor, and his defeat will not be 
due to Hubbell’s antagonism. ‘The State of 
Michigan cannot afford to indorse Hubbell 
even by indirection, and his opposition to 
Ferry will operate to improve the latter’s 
chances for reélection. 

Hubbell’s campaign against Ferry is sim- 
ply impertinent. He maintains that, since 
the late Republican defeats are attributed to 
bessism and machine influences, Ferry must 
give way because he has been a persistent 
dispenser and manipulator of Government 
patronage. Tue Tarmune has no informa- 
tion which warrants it to pass upon such a 
charge, and has no desire to influence the 
people of Michigan or their representatives 
in the choice of a United States Senator. 
But such a charge loses its foree when it 
comes from a man like Hubbell, whose name 
has become a byword in the country for the 
most reprehensible and degrading feature of 
American politics. The Republicans of Mich- 
igan cannot help feeling keenly the disgrace 
attached to Hubbellism, and they will not be 
any more disposed to work out Hubbell’s 
revenges than to humor his ambition. 
Wherever and whenever Hubbell puts him- 


self in the front, there is sure to be a reaction | 


against his purposes. 

There is only one thing demanded from 
Hubbell as a public man. It is an account 
ing of the fund which he squeezed out of the 
eraployés of the Government in violation of 
all correct political prineiples, in conflict 
with the spirit if not the letter of a law of 
Congress, and in defiance of public senti- 
ment. The people have @ right to know how 
much money was collected under the Hub- 
bell assessments, and what was done with it. 
There is the same necessity for an investiga- 
tion into this business that there was for an 
investigation of the Irish skirmishing fund, 
and there la a strong suspicion that the out- 
come of the former will be very much the 
same as the outcome of the latter.

The lowest price of steel 
rails in England is $26 per ton; add cost of 
transportation from the English mills to New 
York, say $5 per ton, makes the rails landed 
at New York $31; add tariff, $28, and that 
brings up the cost to $59 per ton ; add $5 more 
per ten for transportation charges as far 
West as Joliet, and the price of the English 
rails is $64 per ton at the nearest point of 
competition with the Chicago and Joliet 
Steel-Milis. A Chieago mill-owner claims 
that with present costof labor, coal, ore, etc., 
steel rails cannot be made here ata fair profit 
for less than $47 per ton. But $47 per ton 
is $14 less than English rails can possibly be 
sold for in IIlinois; and if rails can be made 
for $42 ver ton, that is $22 below English 
competition. lf the English were to sell 
their rails for $1 per ton, the freight and duty 
would make them cost about $40 per ton laid 
down in Chicago.

We as a Nation import not far 
from $100,000,000 of sugar annually, and if we 
can produce this sugar at home for an actual 
cost of from four and a half to five cents per 
pound and thus save this $100,000,000 to our- 
selves we can by this economy afford to let 
Germany drive out our hog, and even suffer a 
slight falling off in some of our other exports. 


PROBABLY the most careful and interest- 
ing investigations of the habits of insects are 
those conducted by Sir John Lubbock, who 
has just given to the Linnean Society an ac- 
count of his observations during the past year. 
To test the beartng of dees he trained some of 
them te nd honey placed on a music bax 
which was kept going several hours a day for a 
fortnight on the lawn ciese to a window. The 
musie-box was then taken into the bouse and set 
close beside the window, though out of sight. 
The bees could not ficd it, though when it 
had been shown to them they went to it 
readily enough. As regards the industry of 
wasps, Sir John timed a bee and a wasp, for 
each of which he provided a store of honey, and 
be found that the wasp began earlier in the 
morning and worked on tater in the day. He 
did not, however, quote this as proving greater 
industry on the part of the wasp, as it may be 
that waepes are less sensitive to cold. Moreover, 
though the bee’s proboscis is admirably adapted 
to extract honey from tubular flowers, when 
the honey is exposed, as in this case, the wasp 
appears able to swallow it more rapidly. This 
particular wasp began work at ( in tme moru.ng 
and went on without any rest or intermission till 
a quarter to 8 in the evening, during which time 
she visited the store of honey 116 times.

INDIANA'S INSANE. 


Anpua) Report of the Board of Trustees.

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Nov. 20.—The thirty- 
fourth annual report of the Board of Trustees 
of the Indiana Hosyital for the Insane was 
submitted to the Governor today. It shows 
the total value of the property of the institu- 
hon, real and personal, to be 81, 60.003. 15. 
The revenue for the year ending Oct. 31 
amounted to $264,500, and the disbursements } 
to $283,520. The average daily number of in- 
mates during the year have been 1,085, 
the per capita expenses per annum being 
$194. The Trustees again urge the Legislature 
to complete the department for women, the 
need for such increased accommodation 
boing far beyond the present capacity, Sev- 
enty-nine cases were refused during the year, 
and over 200 chronic cases were discharged 
solely on this account. Appropriations are

The Pennsylvania Companies Inclined 
to Igwore the

AN ARCHBISHOP’S DEBTS. 


Indignant Creditors Make an Appeal to 
the Pope—Archbishop Pureeli’s Af- 
fairs Still Causing Trouble- What Be- 
came of the Money Subscribed Three 
Years Ago—A Statement by Vicar-Gen- 
eral Quinn. 

A statement signed “Creditors of Arch- 
bishop Purcell” is printed in the Cleveland 
(O.) Leader of Nov. 17. It is addressed to 
“the Cardinal, Archbishops, Bishops, and 
priests of the United States,” and begins with 
au allusion to the failure of Archbishop Par- 
cell and the amount involved— $4,000,000. 


The money, the Archbishop said in a letter 


published at the time, was spent in 
the cause of religion, to build 
churches, school-houses, orphan  asy- 
lums, a theological seminary, a library 
supplied with 16,000 volumes, and in feeding, 
clothing, and educating priests in France, 
Rome, and the United States, and the arch- 
diocese was responsibic for the sum expended. 
The fee of the ecclesiastical property was held 


in bis own name as seourity for the money de- 


posited with him, and with a view to the pay- 
ment of the debt thus incurred the Archbishop 
and his brother, the Very Rev. Edward Purcell, 
made an assignment of their real and personal 
property for the benefit of the crediturs. The 
Assignee asked the courts to order the sale, but 
Bishop Elder, the present Administrator of the 
diocese, and a few German priests opposed the 
sale of the property purchased with the money, 
“and paid or to pay $40,000 to attorneys 
to frustrate the designs of the Archbishop and 
the Assignec, and thus defraud the cred- 
itors out of their egal richts.“ The case was 
tried, but no decision bas yet been rendered. 
Should the decision be adverse to Bishop Elder 
and his advisersit will be appealed to the Su- 
preme Court of the State, where it may lie for a 
total defeat of 
the creditors or the procrastination of tbe litiga- 
tion is the plan of the Bishop and priests who 
oppose the payment of the debt in hopes 
most of the creditors will be dead before final 
red. The statement goes

“In 1879 a subscription was taken up in all the 
dioceses of the United States for the benefit of 
the creditors, but, strange to say, no part of the 
money thus subscribed was ever paid to the 
creditors, nor bas any account of the sum ocol- 
lected ever been given, other than that it 
was handed over to Cardinal McCloskey 
and a committee of ecclesiastics in New 


York.

“It may be new to the subscribers to the fend 
in the keeping of Cardinal McCloskey to know 
that it is said the money is he'd to buy in any 
ecclesiastical property ordered sold by the 
courts, and it is given out that over $60,000 of it 
has been used to pay for property sold adjoin- 
ing the Bishop's residence. To use the fund sub- 
scribed for the swindied creditors for such pur- 
poses, however it may be cloaked by theology, is 
a fraud upon the subscribers and the creditors. 
There is no power governed by the rules of 
Christian ethics authorized to divert that fund 
from its legitimate object without violating one 
of the commandments of the decalog.” 

Appended is the last letter to the Pope, which 
contains the allegations embracedin the state- 
ment. it is signed by Patrick Dwyer, Henry 
Lemon, William Mader, Norris Joyce, Thomas 
F. Fay, James Kennedy, Patrick Dooly. Joba

SPENCER ON AMERICA. 


Ita Progress Not Mainly Due te Its Free 
Institations, but to Other Reasons. 
The New York correspondent of the Lon- 

don Standard interviewed Mr. Herbert 

Spencer in New York as to what he thought 

of American -politics and free institutions, 

and the extent the country was indebted to 
them for its rapid progress and development. 

We have not the text of the interview before 

us, Dut take the following synopsis of it from 

the London Spectator of Nay. 4, with some 
comments of its own on the same subject: 


Mr. Spencer, when once he had made it under- 
that what he said was merely the result 

of partial and hasty impressions, seems to have 
been perfectly frank in bis remarks. What the 
correspondent thought of them does not appear,

“Free institutions,” said Mr. Spencer, “ have 
not been the chief cause.“ The material civili- 
zation of America is mainly the resuit of causes 
with which political institutions have little to 
do. Attheir entrance into life the American 
peopie came into 

A SPLENDID PROPERTY. 
They bad abundant mineral wealth and vast 
tracts of virgin soil. They bave inherited the 
arts and liances of older societies without 
the obstructions with which In older societies 
these arts and appliances are accom panied. They 
have treat determination, and a power of work 
exceeding that of any other people. 
Their natural inventiveness. been 
stimulated by the scarceness of labor, and fos- 
tered by wise patent jaws. All this is quite suffi- 
cient to explain the mechanical progress which 
America has made., without tracing it in any 
large degree to tune operation of free institu- 
tions. At this point Mr. Spencer made an in- 
g@nious and unexpected comparison. The snec- 
tacle of the great American cities reminded 
him, he said, of the Italian Republics of the 
Middie Ages. In these Republics there was 
great commercial activity, a development ip art 
which made them the envy of Burope—in this 
renpect Amerion has stillsomething to do—and a 
great store of princely mansions. But the par- 
allel did not end here. Both the Itallau and 
American Kepublics are gradually losing their 
freedom.

the depeudents of the feudal nobiles, and who 
thus enabie their leaders to override the gen- 
eral willand make the community submit to 
— as effectually as their prutotypes

It is doubtless true, Mr. Spencer went on, 
“that each of your citizens votes for the candi- 
date he chooses for this or that office, from 
President downward; but hie hand ig guided by 
a power behind bim, which leaves him scarcely 
any choice. Use your political power as we 
tell you, or throw it away,’ is the alternative 
offered to the citizen.”” Upon this point, Mr. 
Bryce’s article in the Fortnightly Review 
should be read, by way of correction to Mr. 
Spencer. The impression left by Mr. Spencer's 
perfectly true criticism is that the people are 
not only slaves, buf suffering slaves. Mr. Bryce 
admits that they arein bondage to the i- 
ments of men armed with voting- papers, but he 
maintains that they do not really wish to be free. 
Of course, thrs fact, if it be true, makes an im- 
mense difference in the impression we form of 
THE GENERAL CONDITION OF THE PEOPLE. 
Mr. Spencer’s picture presents us a giant, 
round whom a net, from which he will ultimate- 
ly be unable to escape, is being slowly drawn. 
Mr. Bryce shows us the same giant, quite indif- 
ferent to the webs with which he is encom- 
ssed, because he knows that be can break 
loose from them whenever he chooses. * There 


‘are always a large number of able and thougnht- 


ful men who take no part in elecuoneering, and 
hold no otfice; who are engaged in discussing 
matters of principle, and enligntening their fel- 
low-citizens upon m. There is thus formed a 
body of quiet and sober opinion, which holds 
back the Congress, or the persons in power, from 
doing any serious mischief, and which, when 
things grow realiy serious, steps in to seize the 
heim.” This has already been done in particu- 
lar instances, and every y knows that it “can 
be done again, if a like emergency should arise; 
and everybody has therefore been comparative- 
ly indifferent, perhaps too indifferent, to the de- 
fects in the working of the ordinary machinery.”’ 
Still, in Mr. Bryce’s opinion, this inditference is 
diminishing, and the mass of good citizens are 
less and less obedient to party dictation, more 
and more disposed to give their support to inde- 
pendent candidates.” To this, it can only be 
said that as yet the mass of good citizens have 
supported these candidates to very little pur- 
pose. Independence may have fought, but 
WIRE-PULLING HAS WON. 

For the present, at all events, Mr. Spencer evi- 
dently thinks that it will go on winning. The 
American, he says—and the shrewdness of this 
observation must have come upon many read- 
ers quite by surprise—“ has not a suflicientiy 
quick sense of his own claims, and as a neces- 
sary consequence not a sufficiently quick sense 
of the claimsof others.” He tolerates various 
Small interferences and dictations which Ba- 
glishmen are prone to resist,“ and this easy- 
going readiness to permit small trespasses, be- 
cause it would be troublesome, or profitiess, or 
unpopular to oppose, leads to the habit of acqui- 
escence in wrong, and the decay of free institu- 
ons.“ Americans. for exampie, allow the pub- 
lic to intrude on private life, because they 
are too indolent to puta stop to it. They drag 
the affairs of public men into print; they make 
railways without giving any compensation; and 
when they are made they allow them not 
only to override the rigbts of shareholders, but 
to dominate over courts of justice and State 
Governments. This, as Mr. Spencer was at 
some pains to expiain to his interviewer, is the 
very oppositof the laissez-faire which he das al- 
ways encouraged. There are many spheres into 
which Governments now intrude, where private 
activities should be left to themselves; but “ia 
its special sphere, the maintenance of uitabie 
relations amongst citizens, Governmental! action 
should be extended and elaborated.” If itis 
not, individual freedom must suffer in the end. 
Tue price of liberty is eternal vigilance’; but 
it is far less against foreign aggression upon na- 
tional liberty that this vigilance is required, 
than against the insidious growth of 
DOMESTIC INTERFERENCES WITH PERSONAL 

LIBERTY.” 

Whether Mr. Spencer is right or wrong in think- 
ing that there is too little of this vigilance in 
America, he is certainly rigbt in thinking that 
the danger against which it is directed is one to 
which democratic communities are specially ex- 
posed. The fact that the evil tdkes an unfamil- 
jar form, that instead of the armed retainers 
there is the array of arene Bae gy and instead 
of the few great potentates, the concourse of 
many atoms, each of whichis no more formi- 
dabie than ourselves, makes it appear less serious 
than it really is, and so paves the way for sub- 
mission to it. It is only by practice that the 
habit of resenting interference with personal 
liberty is formed, and if the habit does not ex- 
iat the instances of such resistance are neces- 
sarily too few to be successful. i

THE POLICE. 


The Recent Changes, 

“To what are due the changes in the Police 
Department?” said a TRIBUNE reporter to Mayor 
Harrison yesterday. 

“They were made entirely for the benefit of 
the service. I had for a long time urged, in fact 
ever since I have bad anything to do with the 
department, that as amatter of efficiency the 
men should be transferred from one station to 
another quite frequently so as to avert their get- 
ting mixed up in schemes and entanglements in 
a particular neighborhood. The recent changes 
were made by Mr. Doyle after consultation with 
me, and they are to a great extent his own sug- 
gestions. As to the detective force, I have 
always regarded that branch of police service in 
cities as in large measure a humbug, the detect- 
ives being fancy men who re known to every 
thief. Mr. MoGarigie would have made some 
changes last spring if be had not been taken 
sick and gone to en ‘Oe Politics had nothing 
to do with them. r. Doyle felt tas“ he 
could manage the detective force more eflicient- 
ly with some one else at its bead, and, as there 
was no place to trunsfer him to, Currier sent in 
hie resignation. The =o thing is true of Lieut. 
Lahlum. Politics cut no figure in the rt- 
ment. Ihave never asked whethera man worked 
for or against the Democratic party. No inti- 
mation has been given to me t the men 
dropped or changed were friends or enemies of 
mine; and Il want it clearly and distinctly un- 
derstood by the public that I have never made 
the police department a political machine. 
Though I have again and again been notitied 
that certain policemen voted against me. I never 
allowed the tact to influence me one partieie. 
I recognize the right of a policeman to vote as 
he thinks fit, but pot to make a political ma- 
chine of himself. The man who says I have 
made the force a political machine is drawing a 
long bow, and dives into his own heart to get the 
antmus of other men’s actions.“
